Following his retirement as U.S. Army Chief 
of Staff in June, 1955, General Ridgway makes 
a full and meticulous report of his 38 years of 
military service. With clarity and precision 
he describes the assignments at home and 
abroad that qualified him for his last and most 
important post, including his much publicized 
commands of the 82d Airborne Division and 
the 8th Army in Korea, and his appointments 
as Supreme Commander in the Far East, and 
in Europe. A detailed account of his con- 
troversy with Secretary of Defense Wilson is 
backed up by the full text of pertinent docu- 
ments, given in the appendix.

ried, were drawn into his orbit, the Reverend 
Mr. Prince conceived a masterly plan. Un- 
deterred by the fact that he already had a 
charming wife, he proclaimed a new religion 
whose faithful were enjoined to hold property 
and marriage partners in common, arranged 
token marriages for the Misses Nottidge, and 
swept them all into his harem—an arrange- 
ment that delighted everyone but the long- 
suffering wife. 


Oliver, Jane, pseud. Sing, morning star. 
Putnam, $3.75. March 9. 


This is the story of that Malcolm who became 
King of the Scots by wresting his murdered 
father’s kingdom from Macbeth; a doughty 
warrior, he might in time have had England 
as well, but for William the Conqueror. This 
is also the story of the saintly Margaret, later 
canonized, who relinquished her dream of 
peaceful convent life to become Malcolm’s 
queen, an indefatigable doer of good works, 
and the decisive factor in swinging Scotland 
from Celtic Christianity to the Roman 
Church. Good re-creation of historical back- 
ground. 


Piper, Evelyn. The lady and the doctor. 
Harper, $3.50. April 25. 


A cleverly ironic tale whose characters 
achieve the opposite of what they intended. A 
mediocre doctor with a serious heart condi- 
tion marries a plain, ultraconservative heiress 
hoping that she will finance a last fling. When 
it becomes apparent that the hope is a vain 
one, the lady dies; the happy widower is 
about to depart for Europe when his dead 
wife’s sister, motivated by cupidity rather 
than love, secures evidence of her sister’s 
murder with the unwitting aid of another 
woman who loves the doctor in her own hec- 
toring way. 


Taylor, Kamala (Purnaiya). Some inner 
fury [by] Kamala Markandaya [pseud.]. 
Day, $3.50. March 12. 


An incident of violence in India’s struggle for 
independence climaxes the story of Mira, a 
young Indian woman of good family. Personal 
conflicts and interests develop with the na- 
tional struggle and are crystallized in the 
contrast and rivalry between Mira’s brother 
and her adopted brother; Mira’s own sym- 
pathies are uncertain because of her love for 
her brother’s English friend. Foreshadowed 
tragedy gives the narration an atmosphere of 
suspense and the climax is almost melodra- 
matic. May not have as wide appeal as the 
author’s Nectar in a sieve (BooKLisT 51: 258, 
F 15 55).

An unusual approach to nature study is pro- 
vided by this film of a baby fox prowling 
through the forest, discovering much of in- 
terest in his world such as insects, plants, 
and other animals which are identified for 
the viewer with a description of their life 
and habits. A pleasing narrative in verse is 
accompanied by an original musical score. 
Photographed by an outstanding Swedish 
cameraman who is perhaps best known at 
the present time for his work on the feature 
film The great adventure. Other Sucksdorff 
films released by EBF include Hunter and the 
forest (1955. 8min. $37.50) and Tale of the 
fiords (1955. 12min. $50). Because of the 
fine photography and original approach to 
the subject matter, these films are of interest 
to audiences of all ages.

The problem is dealt with 
from two angles: (1) the need for new ways 
of increasing production by reducing waste, 
increasing soil conservation, creating new 
food producing areas, developing new food 
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products, encouraging water farming, and 
providing modern methods and equipment to 
underdeveloped countries, and (Z) the need 
for better distribution methods by reducing 
tariff barriers and putting more buying power 
into the hands of larger numbers of people. 
Though necessarily sketchy because it covers 
such a wide field, Food and people raises 
many important questions for consideration. 
Very good as background material; can also 
be used for discussion purposes.

Clearly illustrates the orderly processing of 
the grievance from the steward and the fore- 
man to the superintendent, and then to the 
union’s grievance committee and the com- 
pany’s industrial relations director, as well as 
the procedures involved when satisfactory 
conclusions are not reached and the local 
votes to take the case to an impartial arbitra- 
tor.
